FEVER OF STRIKE 
BECOMES EPIDEMIC. 


— 
{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Aug. 14.-—-The strike 
fever has become epidemic in Great 
Britain. From one end of the coun- 
try to the other men employees have 
struck, or are threatening to do 80. 
and even the women and the girls in 
the smaller factories of the larger 
cities are domanding better ¢onditions 
of labor. 

At eight docks om a portion of the 
men agreed to work and a good deal 
of uneasiness prevailed as many of 
the men refused to accept the settle- 
ment arranged by their leaders and 
demand unconditional surrender on 
the part of their employers. The 
same description fits the sifuation at 
the railway stations, where many of 
the porters and carters are demanding 
greater concessions than had been 
agreed upon. 

Reinforcements of police have been 
brought to the city and patrolled 
the street today dispersing the 
crowds wherever there was an at- 
— to congregate. 

Glasgow, where the street railway- 
men are on strike, also was quieter, 
but the non-union drivers and con- 
ductors on the cars were guarded by 
the police. - 

Railway men throughout the coun- 
try have. a threatening atti- 
tude ane a complete tie-up of rail- 
road tfaffiic is possible. The locomo- 
tive engineers adopted a resolution 
today in favor of a national strike. 
This followed the actton of the 2000 
London railway men employed on the 
Midland, Great Central and Metro- 
politan lines, who decided last night 
to call a general strike on all the sur- 
face and railway and subway lines in 
the Léndon district next Saturday, 
unless their grievances were adjusted 
in the meantime. 

Tonight there appears little hope of 
averting a great railroad strike which 
probably will be accompanied by a 
great labor revolt that will have a tre- 
mendous effect on the trade of the 
United Kingdom.

A posse is reported to be ‘chasing 
an arm negro near Diamond, north 


of here, and another lynching is 
feared. All negroes have fied from 
this city. : 


Campbell was a stranger here and 
has not been. identified. 

All negroes have been warned to 
leave Durant and most of them ‘eft 
this morning. Serious race trouble is 
feared at Caddo, twelve miles north, 
where there are many negroes and 
from which place the burned negro is 
said to have come here. 

The attack upon Mrs. Campbell, it 
was learned today, followed a series 
of wild crimes which led to the belief 
that the negro was demented. 

Early yesterday he attempted to 
rob a negro flagman near this city 
and when the latter ran, fired three 
shots after him. He then started 
across the country southwest, and aft. 
er attempting to hold up two clerks 
who slept in the Barwick County 
Store and being driven away with a 
shotgun, entered the Campbell home, 
The posse. found the negro twelve 
miles southwest of here, when a run- 
ning fight ensued, the negro shouting 
like a madman. 

The posse numbered fifteen men. 
It was estimated that 150 shots were 
fired at the ngro before his mangled 
body was picked up. The corpse was 
brought to this city. A mob of 500 
persons met the posse at the outskirts 
of the city. The body was taken from 
the officers and varied to the home 
of Mrs. Campbell, who identified it. 
The dead ‘negro was then taken to

city and burned on a pyre of dry- 
goods boxes.

GERMAN REPLY 


Kaiser Willing to N cgotiate 
With United States. 


But Wants No Meddling on 
Part of Senate. 
Treaties Pending Will Not Be 

Presse at Once.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The re- 
ply of Germany to the proposition for 
a general arbitration treaty with the 
United States was presented to the 
State Department today by Count 
Von Berntorff, the German Ambassa- 
dor. 

It is understood to be distinctly 
favorable to the principles laid down 
by Secretary Knox and to presage the 
negotiation of a treaty with Germany 
similar to the pending convention 
with Great Britain and France, pro- 
vided the United States Senate does 
not drastically amend those agree- 
ments. 

All previous efforts to negotiate an 
arbitration treaty with Germany have 
failed because of the necéssity to re- 
fer the question of arbitration to the 
Senate in each case in controversy. 
It was claimed that a treaty would 
bind Germany absolutely to arbitrete, 
while the United States was bound 
only on contlition of the State's ap- 
proval. 

GERMAN OBJECTION. 

It is understood Germanys objec- 
tion to this will be met with a clause 
in the proposed treaty providing that 
disputes shall be arbitrated under the 
special agreements in each case an 
the special agreements shall be bind- 
ing only when confirmed by the two 
governments by an exchange of notes. 
The Senate's threat to modify the 
pending treaties with Great Britain 
and France found an echo in the 
House today, when Representative 
Bartholdt of Missouri made a plea for 
international peace, denouncing the 
upper body's opposition to the con- 
vention. |

Many Hear Arguments for 
Votes for Nomen. 


Telling Points in Address by 
Mrs. Burdette. 


Gingery Adare by Witty 
_ Preacher-Orator. 

Sixteen hundred persons were vocif- 
erous in their applause of the woman 
suffrage sentiments expressed at the 
First Baptist Church of Long Beach 
last night by four brilliant speakers. 

Mrs. Robert J. Burdette presided 
over the happy occasion and it was 
her unique privilege to introduce 
among the speakers her own hus- 
band, who mixed mirth and suffrage 
in a fashion that found both the heart 
and brain of his audience. 

In an introductory address of grace 
and strength, Mrs. Burdette declared 
herself a believer in woman suffrage 
socially and morally. She 
favors it. politically because she he- 
lleves democracy a living falsehood 
until every person of sanity of mind 
and mature years has the full privi- 
leges of citizenship. She believes in it 
socially because her sisters need it. 
Women are not asking for suffrage, 
she said, in order that they may be 
happier; or busier, nor do they ask it 
because they hope to be treated with 
finer chivalry by men. 

SUFFRAGE A MORAL QUESTION. 

She believes in suffrage as a moral 
question because mothers must not 
only be able to instruct their children 
in moral uprightness, but must be 
able to protect them morally by hav- 
ing @ voice in the enactment of laws 
that will safeguard their homes, as 
well as the city, State and country. 

Mrs. Burdette said that she could. 


is a moral issue than the class of men 
to whom a majority of the enemies of 
suffrage belong. She made the charge 
that in one of the Oregon campaigns 
a circular was sent to every saloon 
keeper in the State saying it would 
take 60,000 votes to defeat suffrage, 
that there are 2000 retailers in Ore- 
gon, and that every retailer could 
bring in twenty-five votes on 
election day. The circular concluded 
with the statement, “if every man in 
the business will do this, we can win.” 
Machine politicians, Mrs. Burdette 
thinks, are opposing suffrage merely

On the 
contrary, an unbroken succession of 
Governors, judges, Senators, ministers, 
editors and educators in all suffrage 
States have declared that suffrage has 
assisted the State in obtaining and en- 
forcing laws that affect milk, food, 
sanitation, education and _ Public 
morals, 

Attorney, Henry C. Dillon spoke 
with enthusiasm for the enfraAchise- 
ment of women, basing his prejudice 
in its favor on his experiences in 
Colorado and on the fact that he has 
five daughters whom he hopes to see 
voters. He denied the charge that 
women are trying to be the equals of 
men in anything that men do bet- 
ter than women. It is not a duel of 
forces, he said, but a dual of them. 
It is simply a fusion of strength 
Wherein the finer judgment of both 
masculine and feminine elements will 
enter the wisdom of ideal legislation. 

Dr. Robert J. Burdette was never 
happier in the pleasure he always 
brings an audience than last night. 
He has been an ardent suffragist for 
thirty years, his first appearance on 
the platform in Los Angeles having 
been before the Friday Morning Club, 
with Susan B. Anthony. He said that

Samuel Gompers, president of the Amer 
ican Federation of Labor, recently declared 
in effect (in connection with the contempt 
proceedings against him and his associates 
in the Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia) that the recall would be employed 
if it were made available against the ju- 


‘diciary to penalize any judge who might

the effect of arousing displeasure or resent-. 


ment of a part (a part, mind you—not all) 
of the people within the jurisdiction of the 
court. 

Manifestly, however, says the Albany (N. 
N.) Journal, the orderly procedure known 
as impeachment, which is due process of 
law, and gives an accused official opportu® 
nity to defend himself against a charge or 
charges, is too slow, in the opinion of 
Mr. Gompers, who, in his own contempt 
cases, said of Justice Wright of Washing 
ton to the Congressional Investigating Com- 
mittee: He would have been recalled long 
ago if we had the recall dere“ — thus show- 
ing a desire to wield the ax of jrdicial de- 
capitation for his (Gompers) personal bene- 
At. He would prefer the recall (particularly 
when his own ox is gored,) which minimizes 
the accused one’s opportunity to defend 
himself and makes him liable to “convic- 
tion” at the polls om ex parte testimony. 
Can anything be more unjust and un-Amer- 
ican than that? A petition of recall is in 
itself preconviciion, conviction before trial, 
by all the self-constituted voter-judges who 
sign the petition. The thing is wrong in 
principle and would be dangerously wrong 
in practice. Already in Oregon and else. 
where we have proof of that. “Recalled 
long ago,” says Gompers, because Justice 
Wright imposed a penalty on him and his 
associates for disobedience of an order 
the court.

judge or other public official does anything 
that looks like malfeasance or malfeasance 
in office there is always due process of law 
available to decide whether or not he should 
be ousted for cause. By that means, if 
found guilty, the offender is properly ousted

HE MISTAKES OF MRS. MOSES. — 

Senator Sutherland of Utah, who is en- 
joying the society of the sad sea waves at 
Venice, is out with an interview in favor 
of woman suffrage in California. He claims 
that its establishment would be a “moral 
uplift” to the electorate of the State, and he 
“points with pride” to conditions in Utah 
as the result of the woman vote. ay 

The Senator is ‘not so well informed as 
he ought to be in the history of the woman 
suffrage movement in his own Dailiwick. 

Utah was the pioneer community in estab- 
lishing woman suffrage forty years ago, and 
it would take a powerful microscope to dis- 
cover any “moral uplift” resulting there- 
from. The pioneers of woman suffrage be- 
sieged Congress in 1870, urging an amend- 
ment to the organic act of Utah Territory 
that would give women there the right of 

“With this weapon,” said the ad- 
vocates of the measure, “the oppressed 
women of Utah will arise in their might 
and vote polygamy out of existence.” Con- 
gress was slow in acting, and the Mormon 
Legislature, which was then in session at 
Salt Lake City, took the wind out of the 
sails of their criticisers by promptly en- 
acting a law giving the women of Utah the 
ballot. 

The predicted “moral uplift” did not fol- 
low. For more than twenty years there- 
after, and until polygamy was discontinued 
by revelation, and Utah was admitted to the 
Union, the Mormon woman voters of that 
State cast their ballots for polygamists for 
legislators and public officers, and neither 
the Gentile nor the Mormon women voters 
cast their ballots so as to extirpate drunk- 
enness, gambling or harlotry in Salt Lake 
City. In 1900 a Legislature, elected by the 
ald of woman votes, sold a Senatorship as 
openly as a steer was ever sold by a farmer 
to a butcher, and Utah is still wet“ and its 
public offices are occasionally in the mar- 
ket, notwithstanding the alleged “mora! up- 
lift.” In Colorado Legislatures chosen in 
part by woman votes have elected Senators 


who invoked the aid of Col. Mazuma to se- 


cure their togas, and in Wyoming, Idaho 
and Washington woman suffrage in the way 
of a “moral uplift” does not appear to have 
affected either the laws or the administra. 
tion of the laws. 

The plain truth is that in the five States 
where woman suffrage exists it has simply 
increased the quantity of the electerate 
without improving ite quality. Good women 
vote generally as their husbands, fathers, 
brothers, sons or sweethearts vote, and bad 
women vote as their patrons and compan- 
ions in vice vote. To double the number of 
voters will neither help nor hurt the moral

Therefore to wantonly insult the uniform, 
independent of the personality of the wear- 
er, is to be guilty of treachery against the 
flag, without whose protection both govern- 
ment and liberty would be equally impossi- 
ble. Mrs. Catherine Gallacher has per- 
formed a’ public duty in forcing on the at- 
tention of President Taft and Atty.-Gen. 
Wickersham the insult directed against the 
whole republic by the proprietors of a skat- 
ing rink in Prescott, Ariz., when they re- 
fused admission to three United States 
army officers because they were wearing the 
national uniform. Contempt for authority, 
manifested by certain malcontents in a few 
isolated localities, should be promptly and 
peremptorily squelched. 

Some critics may object that the incident 
in Prescott was too trifling to be thrust on 
the attention of the Executive in Washing- 
fon, already overburdened with enough 
weighty matters to smother the pinnacles 
of Olympus. This, we object, is not simply 
a matter of how lessees shall run skating 
rinks, or as to who may be legally barred 
out from places of public amusement. The 
conduct or bearing of the three army of- 
ficers in question had nothing to do with 
the refusal to let them enter the Prescott 
skating rink. It was an insult pure and 
simple, directed ageinst the army of the re- 
public, and as such Mrs. Catherine Galla- 
cher, “president of the Society for the Pro- 
tection of the Dignity and Honor of the Uni- 
form of the United States” (a rather cum- 
bersome title, but self-explanatory) has 
taken a right stand in demanding a penalty 
which shall prevent our army and navy from 
suffering any such insult in the future. 

We are no advocates of militarism as 
practiced in some European countries where 
the civiliah seems to have no rights when 
they come into conflict with those of the 
army, where a soldier may browbeat a citi- 
zen and the citizen obtain no redress ex- 
cept through a military court. As individ- 
uals, under the American law, a general and 
a shoe-black on a perfect equality.

ALLEGED DYNAMITERS HAVE 
TROUBLE LIQUIDATING. 


Court Cuts Bonds of Trio Accused 
of Having Attempted Destruction 
of Hall of Records, But Friends 
Find Securing the Wherewithal Is 
no Sinecure—Objections Raised. 


Bail tor Bert H. Connors, F. Ira 
Bender and A. B. Maple, under indict- 
ment for attempting to dynamite the 
$1,000,000 Hall of Records, was re- 
duced yesterday by Judge Willis, after 
a lengthy argument between Deputy 
District Attorney Horton and. Attor- 
neys Davis and Harriman of the labor 
union legal staff. 

The original ball figure set by Judge 
Willis for Connors, Bender and Maple 
was $25,000 each. The men have been 
in jail for the past three months await- 
ing trial. Conrnors’s bail was reduced 
from $25,000 to $20,000. Maple and 
Bender were placed under $10,000 bail 
each. . 

Since the trial date for the walking 
delegates was set a few weeks ago, the 
labor union attorneys have been cla- 
moring for a reduction in bail. They 
endeavored to have Deputy District At- 
torneys Horton and Keech, who will 
prosecute the laborites, to agree to a 
reduction. They refused. 

Yesterday, when the matter was 
taken up before Judge Willis, Horton, 
in the strongest terms, opposed a re- 
duction in bail. He declared that the 
men were of a type that hold the de- 
mands of justice and personal honor 
lightly. He related hdw Connors, on 
the day of his arrest, had already 
bought a ticket for Seattle, and had 
intended to leave that same night. It 
was also pointed out that Maple and 
Bender had attempted to make their 
getaway as soon as they learned that 
Connors was under arrest. 

The court was informed by Horton 
that evidence in addition to that von 
which the indictments against the d«- 
fendants had been returned, was in 
his possession, and he was unwilling to 
give hew oportunity to the walking 
delegates to leave the county. > 

Attorney Davis spoke at length in 
favor of granting the bail reduction. 
He asserted that if a suitable reduc- 


tion were made by the court, he was 


confident that the prisoners’ friends 
would be able to raise the money. The 
court then declared that as long ae the 
trial date had been set for the fall, and 
the men had already been in jail for 
the past three months, he would grant 
the petition of the attorneys for the 
defense for a reduction. The new fig- 
ures placed Connors's bail at $206.00

HE GROWI ING tendency of prize 
fighters to cultivate new blows, 
dangerous looking poses and char-

sible for broken bones and maime4 
hands in the ring. In many battles 
most of the serious injuries are self 
inflicted. 

The crouching position used by 
many makes it impossible to 
use the hands to the best advantage. 
It may have all sorts of advantages 
as a defensive attitude, rendering it 
aticult for an opponent to reach eith- 
er head or body with a damaging 


blow, but at the same time it is al- 


most impossible to strike an effective 
punch from this attitude. Not only 
is the driving power impaired but 
the aim is bad. The fighter with a 
crouch cannot hit as straight and as 
sure as one. who stands more nearly 
erect. 

Ine reasons for this are obvious te 
those who have studied the game and 
ought to be doubly so to those who 
take an active part in it. 

In a straight left hand punch, one 
of the simplest but at the same time 
most effective blows knewn to the 


palm upward with all of the

behind it. It should 


be 
livered properly just what its name 
implies, a straight arm  bilow, ex- 


ecuted with the elbow turned slightly 
inward toward the body. In this way 
the, full impact of the blow is given 
with all the knuckles of a tightly- 
closed fist. 

There is no dancer whatever, un- 
less the fingers of the hand are out 
of proper proportion, of breaking any 
of the bones of fingers, wrist or fore- 
arm. The best fighting hand is really 
a small hand with short chubby fine 


IT’S IMPOSSIBLE. 

It is a physical impossibility to 
strike a correct left hand punch from 
a crouching position. In the first 
place the fighter with a crouch uses 
his shoulder as one ‘ef his main de- 
fenses for his head and jaw. This 
necessarily compels him to turn his 
arm and hand over, palm downward. 
Therefore when he strikes a straight 
arm blow, or rather attempts to 
for that is about the best he can do 
his arm is not only likely to veer 
off toward the right and miss the 
spot aimed at, but all the weight of 
his blow lands on the joints of his 
fingers, thus doubling them in the 
palm of his hand instead of the 
knuckles, as it should land. The fin- 
gers bend and give, and if this is kept 
up for any length of time, become 
terribly sprained or broken. There 
cannot be that solid impact of the 
bone and muscle that comes when the 
blow is delivered properly, with the 
palm turned i pward. Moreover, and 
what is really the chief consideration 
in deciding a contest, the straight 
left arm punch from a crouching posi- 
tion becomes simply a blow with the 
arm only. There cannot be any weight 
behind it. The fighter uses nothing 
more than the strength of his arm 
alone, 
weight. of his body behind the punch 
as he would do if he stood erect. 

Anothe, rand frequent source of 
broken bones is both the right and 
left hand swing. Not one boxer in 
fifty lands either of these blows prop- 
erly, and the result is invariably a 
broken thumb. That used to be one 
of the difficulties with Jeffries. 
In nearly all of his early fights he 
injured his thumbs severely, and it 


to hit properly that he escaped in- 
jury and at the same time, added 
immeasurably to his punching pow- 
er.

The correct way to land a wing 
with either hand at the head or body, 
in order to escape injury to your- 
self is to turn the hand over, palm 
down, crook your elbow so that the 
corner of the first knuckle will strike 
fair and square against the ; vot aimed 
at, and the blow will not only be safe 
but very damaging. And to land this 
well so that it is something more than 
a blow with the arm only—a swing 


instead of getting all of the * 


with the full weight behind it, as 
every blow should have—keep the 
arms close to the body. If the Blow 
is delivered in this manner it is next 
to impossible to strike with the thumb. 


It is a violation of this rule that gc- 


counts for so many wild swings in the 
ring. A flay-like blow gives your op- 
ponent every chance to duck under it; 
‘to step back so that it whizzes * 
lessly past your nose or to ate 
close so that

' (Continued from First Page.) 


A half mile down the grade is so steep 
land the trail is so covered with debris 
from the snow slides of the last win- 
ter that traveling is very difficult, but 
after about an hour I reached the junc- 
tion with the Prairie Fork. The valley 
here is heavily wooded for the most 
part, but up on the hills and steeper 
slopes, although the trees are rather 
thick, underbrush is very thin and it 
affords a very nice hunting ground. It 
was here that I saw deer tracks in the 
sand on the bank of the little stream 
that winds its way out of the Prairie 
Fork. It is up in the Prairie Fork 
near the old mine that the deer are 
collected in large numbers this season, 
however, and anyone going up there 
early can be assured of the limit. 

Coming down as I did at this time 
of the year, I am the first person out 
of this country this season, with the 
possible exception of a forest ranger 
who went up in that country a few 
days ago to look fora fire. That prob- 
ably accounts for the bad condition of 
the trails in a few places. From Prai- 
rie Fork down to the junction 
with Fish.

For one on foot, 
however. the trail in places is rather 
rough and the streams have to be 
forded innumerable times, which 
makes it rather bad, but in no place 
did I find that the stream was more 
than knee deep at the ford. 

. Passing through the Narrows with 
ite ‘walle of rock rising several hun- 
dred feet vertically over the little 
stream, I came out into @ very good- 
looking deer country. The thickly- 
wooded slopes of Devil's Canyon and 
Rattlesnake Canyon offer every evi- 
dence of good hunting grounds. About 
threé miles below the Narrows I came 
to Laurel Gulch, leading off in the di- 
rection of Iron Mountain. I know of 
several parties who are going into this 
country in search of deer in the near 
future. This is said to be very fine 
deer hunting country. 

I would say that all the way down 
from Fish Fork to Laurel Gulch, the 
‘fishing is very good and no trouble will 
be experienced by the average fisher- 
man with a few angle worms or flies 
in catching all the trout he needs for 
eating purposes. ! 

About eight miles below the Nar- 
rows I came to Scott’s Camp. Leav- 
ing here about 2:30 o’clock I walked 
down the stream about two miles to 
Williams's ranch, and here I took the 
trall leading off to my left, for Glen- 
dora, fourteen miles away. This is a 
government trail, and is in the best 
of repair. The ascent to the summit 
is along a fairly even grade, the trail 
following the creek for quite a ways 
and gradually working up into the 
hills. ‘The slopes here are covered 
with thick underbrush, and only here
